CLAIMS 

[Utility model registration claim] 
[Claim 1] the case for disposable compact cameras characterize by to have had the case body of a 
hollow core box with which opening of the magnitude which can insert a disposable compact camera 
in one side attachment wall from that flank be formed, and to have formed the window part in 
photography need parts, such as the lens section of the disposable compact camera in this case body 
order wall and a top wall, the shutter release section, and the inspection hole section, and a 
corresponding location, respectively, and to attach a portable string-like object in the case body near 
said opening. 

[Claim 2] The case for disposable compact cameras according to claim 1 in which the hole for 
pressing the flank by the side of insertion of the disposable compact camera held in the other side 
attachment walls of a case body by insertion by the piece of a control unit, and extruding from 
opening was formed. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed explanation of a design] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] 

This design is related with the case for disposable compact (pocket) cameras. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] 

It is lightweight, and since the so-called disposable compact camera has cheaper than anything and 
small, and various kinds of merits of being able to take out to development, without rewinding a film, 
generally it is spreading widely in recent years. However, disagreeable ****** as which the field on a 
disposable compact camera with such various merits or of portability is not more enough. That is, 
although it is packed with the bag made from plastics, this bag is torn at the time of use and a 
package is unpacked and taken out, since the disposable compact camera by which current marketing 
is carried out does not have the cases which hold this in addition to the time of use once it takes it 
out, it cannot but put into the pocket of clothes, or it must be again put in into said torn bag, must be 
put into a bag, a handbag, etc., and must be held. And it must have the camera itself directly by hand, 
and is easy to drop. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Device] 

Then, this design solves said conventional trouble, and it can hold easily, it can carry the disposable 
compact camera which unpacked and took out the package, without causing trouble to photography, 
and it aims at offering the case for disposable compact cameras convenient to carry. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

In order to attain said purpose, the design of claim 1 is equipped with the case body of a hollow core 
box with which opening of the magnitude which can insert a disposable compact camera in one side 
attachment wall from the flank was formed. The window part is formed in photography need parts, 
such as the lens section of the disposable compact camera in this case body order wall and a top 
wall, the shutter release section, and the inspection hole section, and a corresponding location, 
respectively. The portable string-like object is attached in the case body near said opening. The 
design of claim 2 forms the hole for pressing the flank by the side of insertion of the disposable 
compact camera held in the other side attachment walls of a case body by insertion by the piece of a 
control unit, and extruding from opening in claim 1. 
[0005] 
[Function] 

In claim 1, in order to hold a disposable compact camera, the flank of this camera is located in 
opening of a case body, and it inserts in it as it is. If insertion will be in the condition of having 
completed and held, photography need parts, such as the lens section of this camera, the shutter 
release section, and the inspection hole section, will serve as each window part formed in the case 
body, and a corresponding location. Photography becomes possible now. It carries, after it imposes a 
string-like object on a wrist etc. for carrying said camera held in the case body, and making it opening 
serve as facing up. In claim 2, the flank by the side of insertion of a camera is pressed by the piece of 
a control unit which put in the held camera from the hole for taking out from the inside of a case 
body, and a camera is extruded from opening. 
[0006] 
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[Example] 

The perspective view before drawing 1 inserts a disposable compact camera into the case body of 
one example of this design, and drawing 2 are the perspective views which saw the case body of 
drawing 1 from the opposite side. The case body of a hollow core box with which 1 consists of 
pasteboard or plastics, and 2 show a disposable compact camera (only henceforth a camera). The 
lens section 3, the shutter release section 4, the inspection hole section 5, and the film winding-up 
knob section 6 are formed in a camera 2 as a photography need part, and the flash plate section 7, 
the flash plate carbon button section 8, the pilot lamp section 9, and the number display 10 of film ** 
are formed further. In addition, although each [ these ] part and a corresponding part were packed by 
this camera 2 in the thin paper case where opening is carried out, this case carried out the illustration 
abbreviation. 
[0007] 

On the other hand, the opening 1 2 of the magnitude which can insert a camera 2 from the flank is 
formed in one side attachment wall of the case body 1 . To the front wall of the case body 1 , 
moreover, the window part 1 3 for lens section 3, the front window part 14 for inspection hole section 
5, the window part 15 for flash plate section 7, and the window part 1 6 for flash plate carbon button 
section 8 To a posterior wall of stomach, the back window section 17 for inspection hole section 5 
and the window part 18 for film winding-up knob section 6 It is formed in the location where the 
window part 19 for shutter release section 4, the window part 20 for pilot lamp section 9, and the 
window part 21 for number display of film ** 1 0 are equivalent to a top wall with said each part of a 
camera 2, respectively. 
[0008] 

When taking out the camera 2 which was inserted in the other side attachment walls of the case body 

1, and was held in the interior, in order to make it be easy to take out, the hole 23 for pressing by the 
piece of a control unit (for example, rod-like structure) which does not illustrate the flank by the side 
of the insertion, and extruding from opening 12 is formed. 25 is the portable string attached in the 
bottom wall of the case body 1 near the opening 12. This string 25 is an example, it may be made 
longer than illustration so that the case body 1 can be lowered and carried from a shoulder, and if it is 
a string-like object, it cannot be overemphasized that not only a string like illustration but a chain etc. 
may be used. 

[0009] 

Next, an operation of said example is explained. In order to hold the camera 2 which tore the bag, 
unpacked the package and was taken out after purchase, the flank of this camera is located in the 
opening 12 of the case body 1 like drawing 1 , and as an arrow head shows as it is, it inserts. When 
insertion will be in the condition of having completed and held, the lens section 3 of this camera to a 
window part 13 The flash plate section 7 in the front window part 14 and the back window section 17 
to a window part 1 5 [ the inspection hole section 5 ] The film winding-up knob section 6 turns into 
[ the flash plate carbon button section 8 ] a window part 16 at a window part 19 at a window part 18 
with the location corresponding to [ section / 4 / shutter release / corresponding to the window part 
20 in the pilot lamp section 9 ] a window part 21 in the number display 10 of film **, respectively. 
Therefore, even if it will be in the condition of having held in the case body 1 , photography of a 
camera 2 is attained. Moreover, a string 25 can also be hung and carried at a wrist etc. after hold. 
Under the present circumstances, since the opening 1 2 of the case body 1 serves as facing up 
automatically, a camera 2 does not fall from the inside of the case body 1 . 
[0010] 

Although opening 1 2 is placed upside down for picking out the held camera from the case body 1 for 
taking out to development etc. and being taken out, when it is hard to take out, the piece of a control 
unit is put in from a hole 23, the flank by the side of insertion of a camera 2 is pressed, and a camera 
2 is extruded from opening 12. 
[0011] 

It cannot pass over the aforementioned example for a desirable example to have been shown, but it 
can respond and change the location of the window part formed in the case body 1 depending on 
locations, such as photography need parts, such as the lens section 3 prepared in the class of camera 

2, or a camera 2. Moreover, the quality of the material of a case body etc. can choose and use the 
thing of arbitration. 

[0012] 

[Effect of the Device] 
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Since the design of claim 1 consists of the above configurations, it can hold easily the disposable 
compact camera which unpacked and took out the package in a case body from the opening, caa 
carry it with a string-like object, and will become convenient to carry. And any trouble is not caused 
to photography in the condition of having held in the case body, either. The design of claim 2 has the 
outstanding effectiveness that the ejection out of the case body of the camera which was held 
further in addition to the aforementioned effectiveness becomes easier.
